previously had held any office higher 
than a county officer. 


"Third, elect no man Senator who 


had not been a conspicuous success in 
some business or profession. 


"First, I would make the senate a 


one-term body so that senators would 
not have to be politicians, 
and I'd 


make that term long enough to give 
thorn a chance for experience and real 
usefulness. 


"I would bar all those professional 


politicians who get to the senate via 
city, county and state offices, thus fur- 
ther narrowing 
clown 
the 
political 


phases of a senatorship. 


"Then T would bar out mediocrities, 


so far as possible, by insisting that 
to qualify for senatorial honors, a man 
must have become successful. 
I do 


not mean rich—I mean he must have 
made his mark in some decided way. 
must havo. shown 
intelligence and 


"courage and 
the ability 
to 
think 


straight. 


"Did T hear you laugh'' No? I ex- 


pected you to. 
Cm you imagine a 


senate picked like that? Not a chance, 
T 
hear 
the 
politicians whispering, 


while others, less kind, say of me in 
the argot of the day, that 'that bird 
is cuckoo.' "

the artillerymen of Chang's Manchur- 
ian army, according to a statement 
from Wu Pei Fu's headquarters and 
this accounts for the superior accur- 
acy of the northern artillery, which 
has turned an appirent victory into a 
costly check.

Peking was vigouously resumed in 
the vicinity of Chang Sin Tien, 12 
miles south of the capital yesterday 
afternoon,

Chihlitos attacking 


gallantly and striving to turn both 
of the enemies flanks. 


The Fengtieners under Chang Tso 


Lin at first were handicapped by the 
shortage of ammunition but staved 
off the attacks until supplies were 
brought up. 
The Chihlitos were un- 


able to make headway against this 
opposition and eventually retired to 
Liuliho, 15 miles to the southwest last 
night. 


The casualties of the Fengtieners 


wore severe and tho Chang Sin Tipn 
station is filled with wounded.

There has also been brisk fighting 


on the Hun river at Kuan, 40 miles 
south of the Capital, the Chihlitos 
driving General Chang's forces from 
the town.

Cheng Kun of the Chihlite forces and 
General Lian Chou Tung of the Feng 
tienors were killed.

things which in his judgment would 
hurt France-American relations. He 
has not liked the idea of propaganda 
because he knew Americans 
didn't 


like that method of conducting gov- 
ernmental relations. 
The criticism 


of M. Jusserand for not doing certain 
things that French politicians believed 
should be done in America have had 
much to do with the 
decisions 
to 


change ambassadors. 


BLAMES JUSSEKANP 


France is just waking up to the 


fact that her relations with America 
are full of misunderstandings. 
She 


is blaming an ambassador at Wash- 
ington for it. 
The truth is France 


has changed administrations so often 
tha.t no ambassador at Washington 
will be able to reflect the French view- 
point with conviction until stability is 
attained. 
During the recent 
arms 


conference, France had three men at 
tho head of her delegation. 
There 


was no consistency in the delegation 
she sent here. 
First Premier Briand 


was in charge. 
He left Rene Vivian!, 


who in turn took a casual interest in 
what was going on and made prepara- 
tions to sail for home the day he was 
made head of the delegation. Fin- 
ally M. Sarraut was put in 
charge 


with disastrous results. 
Ho 
knew 


very little of what had been going on 
and knew much less how to deal with 
American officials. 


On top of this there was political 


turmoil in France. 
The Briand min- 


istry was overthrown. 
M. Jusserand 


has had to contend with that kind of 
thing from the beginning. 
He 
no 


sooner explains the French viewpoint 
on something than a. ministry changes 
and he must often make a new pre- 
sentation of a case. 


Under the circumstances the agility 


of M. Jusserand has been a. source of 
much admiration in official Washing- 
ton. 
For years he lias maintained ex- 


cellent relations with every American 
administration. 
He played 
tennis 


with President Roosevelt, was an in- 
timate friend of President Taft and 
was on confidential terms with Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
Since the Harding ad- 


ministration began he has had access 
to Secretary Hughes and President 
Harding and has continued on a plane 
of nersonal intimacy with the govern- 
ment.

just been made" says tho newspaper, 
"though it has been suspected for 
some time. 
The consequences 
are 


likely to be serious. 


The newspaper says Italy's with- 


drawl of her troops from ScaJa Nova 
and tho Meander Valley in Asia Min- 
or, as was reported in a Constantino- 
ple dispatch of April IS. was effected 
by an agreemnt with the Turks. The 
Turks were informed beforehand of 
this movement, it says, similar know- 
ledge 
being 
denied to the Greeks 


whose flank was 
left 
dangerously 


exposed. . The newspaper says the 
Italians in return received necessary 
consideration in the shape of a con- 
cession in the Meander Valley and 
the eastern villiages of Van, Bitlis 
and Erzerum. 


Italy has also undertaken, it con- 


tinues, to press for further favors 
from the entente to Turkey relating 
to Thrace, some allied commissions 
of control at Constantinople and cur- 
tailment of capitulations. 
Italy also 


consented to the extension of local 
self government and other privileges 
for her Moslem dependencies. 
The 


Angora government in return pledged 
to refrain from anti-Italian 
propa- 


ganda there.

forward and told a dramatic story of 
her last night with young Errazuriz. 


She told of frantic court paid by the 


wealthy youth, and of how he had 
been insanely jealous of the attention* 
shown her by Henri Letellicr .owner of 
LeJournal, whom Peggy says she in- 
tends to wed. 


Port Washington—Murder and sui- 


cide was the verdict of the coroner's 
jury in the tragedy which ended the 
lives of Peter Gibbs and his fiance, 
Katheryn Watry, here April 23. 


Friends of Gibbs declared after the 


verdict that they wore not satisfied

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RAILWAY ECONOMICS 


Before Justice Brandeis Avas appointed 


to thv supreme bench of the United States 
he once made The statement that he could 
save many millions of dollars annually in 
the operation of the railroads if he could 
dictate their policies and direct their 
man- 


agement. 
The railroads of course made 


fun of the challenge. 
Mr. Ford and 


others have made similar statements con- 
cerning the railroads, on 'the theory that 
as at. present managed and operated there 
are enormous and preventable wastes. 


For many years it Aras apparent to 


every shipper that the railroads lost an- 
nually millions of dollars because of lax 
methods in the handling of freight. Claims 
for damage ran into huge figures annual- 
ly, and still do. The loss from breakage. 
.theft, etc.. in the transportation of freight 
is stupendous. Most .of it is due to care- 
lessness. Kecently the railroads, alarmed 
by the amount of loss and damage claims. 
vrhich in 1920 reached a total of $120.- 
000.000, commenced an intensive cam- 
paign solely in the interest of economy in 
operation. 
The result Avas a decrease in 


loss and damage payments for 1021 oL" 
nearly $20.000.000. while it is estimat- 
ed that the reduction this year, as a direct 
result of this campaign, will be between 
$40.000.000 and R50.000.0fm. 


Here is an actual demonstration by tho 


railroads themselves of at least some of 
the facts charged by Justice Brandeis 
and Mr. Ford. The $ 120.000.000 paid 
out for loss and damage to freight in 
in 1920 Avas for the most part pure 
Avaste. Nearly all of it could have been 
saved by the careful handling of freight. 
Every shipper today knows, from the 
con- 


dition of packages, boxes and their con- 
tents, whether handled by mail, express 
or freight, that there is still prodigious 
and inexcusable Avaste in the transporta- 
tion of goods. This waste is purely an ex- 
travagance of management charged back 
to the public in rates and tariffs. 
It is 


one of the items that enters into the high 
cost of transportation.

employment of men whose service could 
be relied upon.

adopted and an educational campaign 
commenced to promote "safety first." 
These expenditures of money and effort 
have saved the railroads hundreds of mil- 
lians of dollars, and hence have contrib- 
uted to economy of operation.

That there still, are many extravaganc- 


es and much Avaste in the operation of rail- 
roads there is not the slightest question. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars annually 
can still be saved, and in due time, will 
be saved, because the pubic will not in- 
definitely put up Avith management or op- 
eration that imposes taxes upon it in the 
form of needlessly high rates.

FREEDOM OF THE MOVIE 


TVill II. Hays in an address to publish- 


ers of the United States at New, York made 
the point that the production of motion 
pictures should have as much freedom as 
the press. There can be no objection to 
this, so long as it does not make the prin- 
ciple a cloak for license that is clearly 
against public policy. It is only fair to 
say that the movie industry, scarcely 
twenty years old. has barely begun its ex- 
istence and could not be expected to AA-ork 
out its problem^ in so short a time. News- 
papers have had several hundred years in 
which to solve their questions of ethics and 
policy, and they are not yet agreed as to 
what constitutes freedom of the press. Ra- 
dical, revolutionary publishers set up the 
doctrine of absolute non-restraint. 
They 


assert that they are entitled to publish 
anything they see tit. whether it is disloy- 
al, treasonable, immoral or in violation of 
th« rights of others. Doubtless there are 
movie producers just as extreme in their 
interpretation of their liberties. 


Now the truth is. that freedom of the 


press is not and ivver has been license, 
and the same may be said of speech. There 
are limits beyond Avhich freedom of speech 
and press cannot go. 
Anarchists a.nd 


traitors do not like to concede this, but 
nations, including our own. have Avilled 
otherwise, so that we do in fact place re- 
straint on these liberties. 
The govern- 


ment 
has 
frequently 
exercised 
its 


unquestioned powers for the regulation of 
speech and press, and it will have 1o con- 
tinue to do so so long as it exists. AVithin 
the confines of what we have set up a.s gov- 
ernment and established as public policy, 
there is complete freedom of both press 
and speer-h. 
Nor is there any attempt to 


define this freedom by statute. 
It is an 


acknowledged right and a part of our con- 
stitution. 


The moving picture is different from 


either speech or press, although there are 
similarities. It is not directly covered by 
the constitution, and yet, it belongs to the 
right.s and liberties guaranteed by that, 
document. But, this does not moan that 
the producer and exhibitor of moving pic- 
tures may invade the domain of license 
any more than may the publisher or the 
public speaker. They are and necessarily 
must, be amenable to laws and regulations. 
They can be accorded the liberties of the 
press or speech only in like degree. They 
cannot violate the standards of public de- 
cency and morality, they cannot strike at 
onr institutions or our government, any 
more than can the newspaper. 
Unques- 


tionably public opinion will in the end 
prove to lie the best, regulator of the mo- 
vies. 
But in addition to this restraining 


influence there is also the right and the 
duty of the laAv to step in and suppress 
the motion picture Avheu it is turned to 
license.

And thanks to the industry of the pill and 
potion trade, most persons who imagine they have 
kidney trouble really have nothing of that kidney. 
Trying on sympptoms which you find scattered so 
profusely thru the skilfully written testimonials is 
indeed a great life if you don't weaken. Backache, 
weak back or pain in the back, for instance, is one 
of the most popular symptoms of imaginary kidney 
trouble Taut this complaint is conspicuously absent 
from the history of the patient who has actual kid- 
ney disease, actual functional impairment of the 
kidneys, commonly known as Bright's disease. Of 
course backache is like headache — a susceptible per- 
son with a lively imagination can readily worry 
himself into one. 
Thus, the headache which some 


individuals suffer immediately intestinal evacuation 
is delayed, is an anxiety or worry headache, not a 
toxic or poison headache.

The company found Bright'? disease." These sam- 
ples from an unending series sufficiently indicate 
the vague impression people in general have re- 
garding kidney disease.

We no longer imagine that one with ac- 
tual kidney disease may not eat meat or egg or any 
other albuminous food, for medical science is not 
stationary and we know more about Bright's dis- 
ease and about dietetics and nutrition and metabol- 
ism than the great doctors knew when these "may 
and may not" lists came into vogue. It is as quaint 
and absurd for a person to follow such a scheme 
of dieting today as it would be for a yoke of oxen 
to draw a two wheeled cart down Main street at 
rush hour.

Bright's disease should not take meat and eggs in 
his diet, tho there is sound reason for avoiding the 
excessive consumption of these and other nitro- 
genous or protein substances that 
amoung- the people at large.

tablespoons grated cheese, 4 
table- 


spoons buttered crumbs. 


Wash radishes carefully and cut 


off every bit of stem. 
Cover 
with 


boiling water, add 1 teaspoon of salt 
and boil half an hour. 
Drain from 


water, saving 4 tablespoonsful for the 
sauce. 
Put radishes in a buttered 


dish. 
Melt butter, stir in flour and 


slowly add milk, stinng constantly. 


Add radis^h water, salt and pepper 


and cook two minutes. 
Pour sauce 


over radishes. 
Sprinkle with crumbs 


and grated cheese and bake ten min- 
utes in a hot oven. The cheese should 
be melted and the crumbs 
crisped 


Serve in the dish in which the 
rad- 


ishes are baked. 


The long white radishes may be 


used. 
These should be scraped and 


cut in slices to cook.
